Union officials represent¬ 
ing almost 100 foreign 
workers of an Edmonton 
poultry plant claim that 
the workers have been 
misled, mistreated, and 
stuffed in inadequate 
housing like sardines. 


The United Food and 
Commercial Workers Local 
1118 claims that Maple 
Leaf Foods continually 
broke promises to foreign 
workers that make up one- 
third of the staff at their 
east end poultry process¬ 
ing plant. 

Officials claim tempo¬ 
rary workers are told 
they’ll earn $15 per hour if 


they immigrate to Canada, 
when in fact, that rate is 
only attainable after more 
than two years of service. 

The union claims that 17 
foreign workers were 
housed in one duplex, and 
that if they tiy to speak up 
about the conditions, they 
are threatened with depor¬ 
tation. 

“We are aware of the al¬ 


legations and are just try¬ 
ing to gather the facts,” 
said Maple Leaf communi¬ 
cations director Jeanette 
Jones. “We believe the 


claims are completely un¬ 
founded.” 

Workers have been on 
strike since Sept. 21, and 
are seeking similar work¬ 


ing conditions offered by 
competitor companies. 

Maple Leaf has not con¬ 
tacted the union since the 
strike. 

“We have a commitment 
to working and providing 
fair and reasonable wages, 
and have a strong relation¬ 
ship with workers in Ed¬ 
monton. The facts will sup¬ 
port that,” Jones said.

Personality test can’t be 
cheated, researchers say 

Questionnaire may help businesses in hirinig process 


“Even smart people who can cheat a nor¬ 
mal test can’t cheat this one.” 

Jordan Peterson, psychologist 


University of Toronto psy¬ 
chologists say they’ve de¬ 
veloped a foolproof 
personality test that will 
reveal your true colours, 
even if you lie to it. 

Researchers say the rap¬ 
id-fire computer quiz will 
allow companies to confi¬ 
dently hire the most pro¬ 
ductive employees based 
on revealed traits, such as 
conscientiousness and 
emotional stability. 

“Even smart people who 
can cheat a normal test 
can’t cheat this one,” says 
U of T psychologist Jordan 
Peterson, who helped de¬ 
velop the quiz. “Even if you 
motivate people to cheat it 
explicitly, they can’t.” 

A study on the test was 


published in the Journal of 
Research in Personality. 

The test’s uncanny accu¬ 
racy, researchers say, is 
based on the reduced op¬ 
portunity it offers for in¬ 
flated or deceitful respons¬ 
es. 

“In a standard personali¬ 
ty questionnaire, you . 

ask someone to rate them¬ 
selves on a variety of per¬ 
sonality characteristics,” 
says Jacob Hirsh, a PhD stu¬ 
dent at U of T and the lead 
study author. “So you 
might say, ‘Are you a hard 


worker? Rate on a scale of 
one to seven.’ The problem 
with this is that it’s very 
easy for people to rate 
themselves a seven on 
every single trait.” 

The new questionnaire, 
however, forces people to 
choose between two or 
more telling characteris¬ 
tics. Furthermore, these 
choices are either all posi¬ 
tive or all negative, Hirsh 
says. “It will say, ‘Are you a 
hard worker, or are you a 
creative person?’,” Hirsh

It predicts a bigger fiscal 
cushion than most econo¬ 
mists right now see unfold¬ 
ing. The Conservatives proj¬ 
ect some $8 billion in sur¬ 
plus over four years, after 
the new spending. The plan 
does not factor in the $4.2 
billion in revenue the feder¬ 
al government raked in 
from the telecommunica¬ 
tions auction of wireless 
spectrum.

Ritha Abemba walked 
over dead bodies and wit¬ 
nessed people getting shot 
at the age of seven as she 
and her family escaped the 
conflict-ridden Democratic 
Republic of Congo for the 
Kakuma refugee camp in 
Kenya. 

“When I think about 
how we fled out, I can’t 
avoid crying with so much 
bitterness,” Abemba said. 

But this past September, 
the 20-year-old enrolled in¬ 
to her first semester at the 
University of Winnipeg af¬ 
ter being sponsored by the 
World University Service 
of Canada (WUSC) — a 
non-governmental organi¬ 
zation that links Canadian 
universities and colleges 
with refugees worldwide. 

Abemba is the 1000th 
student the WUSC has 
brought over to study in 
Canada. 

“Educating women is the 
key to development in 
Africa,” said Jacob Mapem- 
ba, the WUSC’s Malawi 
country director. 


The NGO has introduced 
gender-sensitive curricu¬ 
lum in sub-Saharan African 
classrooms, educating girls 
as a way of speeding up de¬ 
velopment in the region. 

Mapemba says the gen¬ 
der-sensitive curriculum in 
primaiy and secondaiy 
schools entails empower¬ 
ing young girls by illustrat¬ 
ing them in a positive light. 

“In the old curriculum, 
boys would be seen as be¬ 
ing successful, being pow¬ 


erful and girls would al¬ 
ways be seen as lagging be¬ 
hind boys,” Mapemba said. 

The WUSC has been 
around for six decades and 
currently works with 70 
Canadian campuses and in 
17 countries worldwide, 
including Malawi, a south¬ 
eastern African nation 
with a population of 13 
million. 

Like many other coun¬ 
tries in sub-Saharan Africa, 
Malawi’s economy runs on

agriculture and employs 
75 per cent women. 
Mapemba says for these 
agriculture-based 
economies to become 
more productive, educat¬ 
ing women is key so 
they’re familiar with the 
latest technologies used in 
growing and harvesting 
crops. 

“If women were well ed¬ 
ucated here, African na¬ 
tions wouldn’t remain at 
the bottom of the econom¬ 
ic ladder,” said Joyce 
Phekani, of the Malawi- 
based Centre for Alterna¬ 
tives for Victimized 
Women and Children. 

In addition, Phekani said 
educating young women 
will help reduce the high 
HIV & AIDS rates ravaging 
the region. 

“Education will end the 
vicious cycle of HIV and 
AIDS,” she said.

The U.S. Federal Reserve 
stepped forward as a last- 
resort commercial lender 
and signalled a readiness 
to cut interest rates as gov¬ 
ernments around the 
world scrambled to stem 
the growing credit crisis. 

The Fed created a new 
commercial paper facility 
that would buy short-term, 
highly rated corporate 
debt, in a program that falls 
outside the $700 billion US 
rescue plan approved by 
Congress Friday. 

Chairman Ben Bemanlce 
said the U.S. economy was 
being battered by a 
financial crisis of “historic 
dimension” and that the 
risk for inflation has eased 
with the falling prices for 
oil and other commodities. 

Financial shares 
tumbled, led by Bank of 
America Corp., a day after 
the largest U.S. bank said it 
would sell $10 billion US in 
new stock and stoked fears 
that other banks may also 
need to raise capital. 

Russia negotiated an 
emergency bailout for Ice¬ 
land and unveiled an aid 
package for its own banks, 
Australia slashed interest 
rates by one point to six per 
cent, and today, Britain is to 
announce a rescue package 
that includes injecting pub¬

Formula 1 drops Canadian race 



Politicians and business 
people are scrambling to 
save the Canadian Grand 
Prix, a celebrated tradition 
in this city and the country 
at large for more than 40 
years, which has been 
dropped unceremoniously 
from the Formula One cal¬ 
endar for 2009. 

In what appeared to 
come as a surprise even to 
the Montreal organizers of 
the huge event, the Inter¬ 
national Automobile Fed¬ 
eration (FLA), the govern¬ 
ing body of auto racing, 
yesterday issued a revised 
schedule for next year and 
Montreal was off the list. 

No reason was given. But 
the schedule shows that 
the Turkish Grand Prix has 
been moved from August 
to June, replacing the spot 
previously reserved for 
Montreal. 

The inaugural 
Abu Dhabi 


Grand Prix has been added 
with a November date. 

The race has been Mon¬ 
treal’s biggest tourist draw 
of the year, with more 
than 300,000 spectators 
producing as much as $100 
million in revenue for the 
Montreal region. 

Yesterday, officials from 
the Canadian Grand Prix 
were not taking interview 
requests. A press release 
stated they had learned of 
the omission from the me¬ 
dia. Until the executives 
speak to FIA and Formula 
One management, they 
say, they won’t comment. 

Quebec and Montreal 
politicians, however, 
weren’t keeping quiet. Pre¬ 
mier Jean Charest demand¬ 
ed to “know 
what is go¬ 
ing on” 
and 


said he’s willing to work 
with FI to keep the event 
in Montreal. 

“Total surprise,” echoed 
Raymond Bachand, Que¬ 
bec’s minister of economic 
development and tourism. 
Bachand wondered if it 
was a “negotiation tactic” 
by Bernie Ecclestone, the 
head of FI, who criticized 
of the state of Montreal’s 
track as recently as last 
year. 

Noting the new addition 
to the FI lineup, Bachand 
admitted that Montreal 
doesn’t have the financial 
billions to compete with 
the United Arab Emirates. 

Montreal’s mayor, Ger¬ 
ald Tremblay, said his city 
will take an “enormous” 
economic hit with the loss 
of the race. “It’s the only 
Grand Prix in North Ameri¬ 
ca,” Tremblay said at a 
hastily called press confer¬ 
ence. “So it seems to us 
that it’s fertile ground for 
Formula One.” 


Formula One announced its dates for the 2008 season and Montreal’s Canadian Grand Prix was 


left out of the schedule.

Stylish crossover a front-runner in its class

With a long list of innova¬ 
tions and style unique to 
its class, Ford’s full-sized 
2009 Flex crossover is bold 
and refreshing. At first 
glance it appears to be in¬ 
congruous with rising 
gasoline prices. But gas¬ 
sipping microcars aren’t 
ideal for everyone — espe¬ 
cially those who regularly 
carry up to a half dozen 
passengers and their lug¬ 
gage or sports equipment. 

Among the current crop 
of SUVs, pickup trucks and 
even crossover-utility vehi¬ 
cles, the Flex is an out-of- 
the-box front-runner. 

Offered in Canada in two 
trim levels, it starts at 
$34,999 for the well- 
equipped front wheel-drive 
SEL, and runs to $42,999 for 
the all wheel-drive Limited. 

Power is delivered via 
Ford’s smooth 3.5-litre V6 
Duratec engine linked to 
an equally smooth, six- 
speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion that it shares with the 
Taurus X. It makes 262 hp 
at 6,250 rpm and 248 lb-ft 
of torque at 4,500 revs.

Nissan Maxima owners 
and driving enthusiasts 
got the chance for a sneak- 
preview test drive of the 
all-new 2009 model in the 
Shift Into Gear Experience, 
a program held by Nissan 
Canada in early 
September. The 2009 Max¬ 
ima, Nissan’s flagship 
sedan, has new styling, a 
refined platform, a more 
powerful V6 engine and a 
redesigned interior. 

The exclusive program 
allowed participants to 
book test drives online at 
specific times for the event 
held at Nissan’s headquar¬ 
ters in Mississauga, Ont. 

Also on hand for up-close 
viewing were the 2009 GT- 
R and 2009 Titan SE, along 
with several other Nissan 
models available for test 
driving: The 2009 Murano 
and Versa, the 2008 350Z 
Roadster, Altima Coupe 
and Sedan, and the Sentra 
SER SpecV. 

The opportunity to drive 
so many cars at one time 
meant that many partici¬ 


pants lined up like kids 
queuing for a rollercoaster, 
waiting for yet another ride. 

The new Maxima Sport 
and Premium models on 
offer remained the high¬ 
light. A standard test-drive 
route took about 20 min¬ 
utes to navigate, with a 
few participants begging 
for a little extra time. 

Demetrios Vandelcas of 
Toronto was one such en¬ 
thusiast. Currently the own¬ 
er of a 2004 Maxima, he 
found a “great deal of differ¬ 
ence” in the new Maxima. 

In particular, he was im¬ 
pressed by the comfort of 
the seats. “I spend a lot of 
time in my car, driving as 
much as 40,000 to 45,000 
kilometres a year. The seat 
extension is great — other 
cars are not long enough for 
a guy my size.” The trim 
Vandelcas stands six feet tall. 

“The steering is feather- 
light,” he noted, then was 
impressed as he noticed the 
paddle shift controls under 
the steering wheel in the 
Sport model he was testing. 

“One of my favourite fea¬ 
tures in my ’04 is the heated 
steering wheel,” he added, 
and was told the feature is 


now standard in the 2009 
models. 

“It’s odd that with the 
CVT transmission you 
don’t feel the shifts,” Van- 
delcas noted. “It’s silky- 
smooth, almost surreal. 
I’ve driven a lot of cars for 
trips of a quite reasonable 
length, and it’s the 3.5-litre 


engine that convinced me 
to stay with Nissan when I 
got my current vehicle.” 

Reliability is another fac¬ 
tor that kept him loyal to 
Nissan (his previous vehi¬ 
cle was a Nissan pickup 
truck on which he put over 
400,000 1cm). “I’ve not had 
a single issue with this car 


in 115,000 1cm,” he says of 
his current Maxima. 

“With this new model, 
Nissan has done all the 
right things,” Vandelcas 
added as he stepped out of 
the car with a smile on his 
face. “My search for a new 
car this time around won’t 
be as vast.” 


Michael Cole, who is in 
charge of fleet acquisitions 
for the Ontario govern¬ 
ment, had a different per¬ 
spective on the day, as he 
wasn’t shopping for a per¬ 
sonal car.

Sean Ramsarran, who 
drove more than an hour 
to the event from his home 
in Waterloo, Ont., came 
specifically to test the new 
Maxima. He currently 
drives a 2005 model. 

“It’s been bullet-proof, 
very reliable, a great vehi¬ 
cle,” he said. 

He noted that he’s never 
before bought the same 
model of a vehicle back to 
back, but the new Maxima 
may change that. “I com¬ 
mute to Mississauga daily 
with three others and they 
all like my car.”

Frustrating, fuel-sapping 
stops at red traffic lights

mum, reducing fuel con¬ 
sumption and pollution in 
the process. 

Of the 46 light gantries, 
three have been upgraded 
to enable communication 
with the specially modi¬ 
fied A5 and A6 Avant mod¬ 
els provided by Audi as 
part of the 1.2-million Euro 
pilot project.

For years, children’s fanta¬ 
sy was considered box of¬ 
fice poison. Movies like 
Jim Henson’s Dark Crystal 
and brilliant animator 
Ralph Bakshi’s 1978 adap¬ 
tation of The Lord Of The 
Rings failed in theatres de¬ 
spite the constant support 
of fantasy novels amongst 
an enthusiastic Elfish¬ 
speaking fan base. 

That all changed in 2001 
with the unparalleled com¬ 
mercial success of Peter 
Jackson’s Lord Of The 
Rings and the first Harry 
Potter film. Now the genre 
dominates Hollywood and 
audiences are constantly 
being treated to films like 
The Chronicles Of Narnia, 
The Golden Compass, or 
this week’s City Of Ember. 


The studios now view 
the genre as a cash cow, 
but sadly it has not been as 
consistent as they hoped. 
There have been few mon¬ 
ster hits outside of the Pot¬ 
ter and Rings films, which 
has led many to question 
what makes these movies 
work? 

The answer is quite sim¬ 
ple. The studios have pre¬ 
dominantly treated these 
properties as large-scale 
ATM machines and put 
very little creative effort 
into developing them. 

The Golden Compass — 
the film that killed New 
Line Studios — was handed 
off to American Pie helmer 
Chris Weitz, who struggled 
with the material along 
with his lost actors. 

Similarly, the dwindling 
success of the Narnia fran¬ 
chise can be associated 
with the personality-less 


cinematic transcribing of 
Andrew Adamson. For any 
book to work on screen 
the original work has to be 
altered dramatically to fit 
the new medium. Sadly, 


this rarely happens. 

Peter Jackson took huge 
liberties with his Lord Of 
The Rings adaptations and 
the films worked beautiful¬ 
ly as a result. Likewise, 


much of the success of the 
Harry Potter franchise has 
to be attributed to brilliant 
screenwriter Steve Kloves’ 
(The Fabulous Baker Boys) 
uncanny ability to con¬ 
dense and alter J.K. Rowl¬ 
ing’s texts for the screen. 

This week’s City Of Em¬ 
ber boasts a script from un¬ 
derrated writer Caroline 
Thompson (Edward Scis- 
sorhands) and direction 
from Gil Kenan who was 
responsible for the bril¬ 
liant kiddie horror picture 
Monster House. 

The team knows how to 
tell cinematic stories for 
children. Unfortunately, the 
movie comes after a string 
of fantasy flops and will be 
dumped into theatres. 
Hopefully audiences will 
discover it, because this is a 
tricky genre to get right and 
all successful attempts de¬ 
serve recognition.

The garden furniture 
showroom in Toronto’s de¬

The raised platforms on

“You can play the game 
without shooting a single 
person,” says Aaron Krause 
of EA, one of the biggest 
names in gaming and a 
third-party game develop¬ 
er for the PlayStation plat¬ 
form.

“We wanted to make a 
great game first then wrap 
it in the world of Bond,” he 
tells me. The team worked 
on the game as the new 
Bond film was being made, 
working from a shooting 
script, photos and four vis¬ 
its to the set, and they’re 
expecting it to be a big sell¬ 
er this Christmas. 

My gaming skills are 
sorely out of place at the 
event, however; sitting 
alone on a couch in front of 
a game called Little Big 
Planet, I manage to press a 
combination of buttons 
that turns the screen black 
and makes the controller 
go dead. I quietly put it 
down and slip away quietly.

GOING AWAY, COMING SOON: 

The new TV season is tech¬ 
nically barely two weeks 
old and we’re already 
counting the dead and ex¬ 
pecting babies. Actress 
Minnie Driver is using her 
MySpace page to introduce 
her new baby to the world 
— she’s been a lot less 
open about the identity of 
the father — which means 
she’ll have plenty to occu¬ 
py her now that FX has 
cancelled The Riches, her 
actually-quite-good show 
with comedian Eddie Iz¬ 
zard. The show’s strike- 
truncated second season 
ended last April, and the 
woefully-undersung series 
has been on critical status 
since then. 

TBS has ordered a third 
season of My Boys, a show I 
was certain hadn’t sur¬ 
vived its first, and The 
Mentalist was given an or¬ 
der of six new episodes by 


CBS, filling out its first sea¬ 
son to a full 22 shows, and 
almost ensuring that the 
show — one of the few ti¬ 
tles even resembling a hit 
on the so-called Tiffany 
network — will be back 
again next year. 

HBO has given a green 
light to season six of En¬ 
tourage, apparently 

pleased with the current 
season’s surge in ratings, 
Jeremy Piven’s third Emmy 
in a row, and the critical 
consensus that the show’s 
shaped up after what was 
considered to be a flabby 
fourth season. It also needs 
to be pointed out that, be¬ 
sides the odd miniseries, 
HBO doesn’t have a lot else 
going on right now. 

FX has renewed Sons Of 
Anarchy, a series about an 
outlaw biker gang that I 
had never heard of until 
now, but which pulled in a 
cumulative audience of 5.4 
million total viewers per 
episode since its debut ear¬ 
ly last month, totalled up 
from multiple weekly 
broadcasts, according to a 
TV Week story.

the Hell’s Angels; those 
Hollywood people — al¬ 
ways ready with a creative 
solution. 

HBO’s Manhunt, a minis¬ 
eries based on the man¬ 
hunt for Abraham Lin¬ 
coln’s assassin announced 
last month, will apparently 


be joined by The Booths, a 
Showtime series executive 
produced by Kevin Bacon, 
about the “dysfunctional 
relationship” between Lin¬ 
coln’s killer and his broth¬ 
er, according to a Variety 
story. 

If this trend has wings, 
look for quality cable se¬ 
ries featuring the backsto- 
ries of Lee Harvey Oswald, 
Sirhan Sirhan, John Hinck¬ 
ley Jr., Lynette “Squeaky” 
Fromme, Arthur Bremer, 
Charles Guiteau and Leon 
Czolgosz. At least one will 
be a comedy, two will star 


Harvey Keitel, and one will 
be a musical that will un¬ 
expectedly include a hit 
song that will feature in fu¬ 
ture montage sequences 
taking a nostalgic look 
back at the events of the 
last half of the first decade 
of the 21st century, much 
the way Disco Inferno is 
the soundtrack for looks 
back at the Carter era. 
Don’t ask me how I know 
— I just do.
